Cl Staff: 

1. For the record, re paragraph 3c, AEROOT-5's first contact with intelligence was 
not in 19U3-UU but in 19Ul when arrested by Soviets in Estonia and assigned mission 
against Germans, to whom he confessed and for whom he worked as double agent. 

2. Second LCFLUTTER, on 2 November 19^7, was non-derogatory. 

3. Approval is recommended, with suggestion that AER00T-5, while examining mail fo 
REDSKIN leads, might be profitably employed simultaneously by looking for Cl/CE leads, 
i.e. Soviet REDSKIN leads in reverse and other suspect items. 
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1 . We are forwarding Project AEROOT for approval for the period 
1 February 1959 to 1 February i 960 . We recommend that the following 
changes be made in the field project outline: 

a- Paragraph 2 "Purposes" changed to read as follows: 



Purpose. 

The purpose of this project is to sujjport the 
activities of AER00T/5 who will spot and initially 
develop REDSKIN leads among the Estonian and Baltic 
German communities in Western Germany. 

b. Paragraph 5 '’Objectives’' to be changed as follows: 

The primary objective of the project is to spot 

and develop individuals who can travel from West 

Germany to the Estonian 8 SR or from the Estonia SSR ■ 

to West Germany. In those cases where the original ■ 

assessment indicates that the individual is a worth- . 

while target for recruitment, the lead will be turned 

over to either the case officer or another Frankfurt • 

Operations Base action agent for recruitment and 

training. A secondary objective of this project is 

obtaining positive and operational intelligence on 

the Estonian SSR*

c. Paragraph 7 "Tasks" to be changed as follows: 

i. AERoar/5 will. scan intercepted mail from 
the Estonian SSR to West Germany and from West 
Germany to the Estonian SSR for leads on target 
personnel . 




2. AEROOT/5 will maintain and develop con- 
tacts among, the Estonian and Baltic German emigre 
circles in Germany to develop leads in this milieu. 

3. AERCOT/5 will debrief travelers to and 

. from the Estonian SSR, returnees from the Estonian 
SSR, etc., for operational' and. positive intelligence 
information on the Estonian SSR. 

d. Paragraph 9h to be changed as follows: 

b. AEKEON/27 will be terminated at some time 
during the project year. The effective date of his 
termination will depend on local conditions. His 
salary has been continued for nine months (up to 
1 October 1959) to permit a smooth termination. 

e . Paragraph 10c . omit . 

f . All other references to AENEON/27 to be omitted 
from the field project outline. 

g. Paragraph 13' “Estimated Costs “ to be changed as 
follows :

2. Our reasons for objecting to the field project outline are con- 
tained in Reference A. Reference B sets out the field's answers to our 
objections. We note that the field's answers to our objections imply a 
shift away from the Estonian emigration in Germany and the inclusion of 
the Baltic Germans as, target personnel. Furthermore, the field states 
that AER00T/5 will be used only for spotting initial developing of leads. 
Ke will not be used for recruiting, training and briefing of action 
agents. We feel, therefore, that most of the security objections to the 
use of AERGOT/5 have been removed. On the basis of the field's answer 
to our objections, we feel that the project should be extended for another 
year at a reduced budget.
